MOVING THE 3800 
To relocate the 3800, unplug the AC ADAPTER from the wall outlet. If the AC 


ADAPTER PLUG is disconnected from the 3800 the time/day setting will be 
lost. 


SINGLE TAPE SYSTEM 

The 3800 is a single cassette answering machine. Your outgoing and 
incoming messages are stored on one microcassette. With this design, it is 
normal operation for the tape to reposition itself before callers can leave a 
message. If you have long messages on the tape it could take several 
seconds for the tape to reset and the 3800 to record new messages. The 
caller will hear a continuous tone while the tape resets. 


AUTO EXTENSION DISCONNECT 

You can answer a call from any extension phone connected to the same 
line as the answering machine. The 3800 will automatically stop playing the 
outgoing message or stop recording. If it does not stop, briefly press and 
release the hook-switch on the extension phone. 


REMOTE OPERATION 

You can access the 3800 using a true touchtone telephone when you are 
away from the home or office. Touchtone telephones are always push 
button style and when connected to the phone line, will emit a continuous 
beep as long as the button is pressed. However, not all push button 
telephones are true touchtone. Some apparent touchtone phones only 
emit a short burst tone or a pulse tone similar to a rotary phone rather 
than a continuous tone. If you do not have access to a touchtone phone 
for Remote Operation, use PhoneMate’s “Touchtone Dialer.” To order 
one, use the Accessory Order Form on page 21 of this owner’s guide.

eventually crack the rubber. Use a damp 
zy cloth or sponge to clean the cabinet. A 

| mild soap, like dishwashing detergent, will 

help remove grease or oil. Do not 
spray cleaner directly onto the 
machine. Cleaners should only be 
used on the plastic surfaces. If they 
get into the mechanism or speaker 
they may damage the machine. 


Two-line installations may require a two-line 
T-adapter for your machine to operate correctly.

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If you live in an area that is highly susceptible to electrical storms, you may want to purchase a 
Lightning Arrestor.

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ROUBLESHOOTING 
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The beep after your outgoing message seems too long. 


Each recorded message will lengthen the beep while the tape resets to take the next 
message. This is normal operation for a single cassette answering machine. Play and 
erase your messages frequently to eliminate a long beep. 


There is an operator recording or a dial tone between messages. 
The caller hung up without leaving a message. 


There is a high pitched sound during Call Screening. 
This is FEEDBACK from the speaker. Lower the volume control to eliminate the noise. 


You hear three beeps when you try to record an outgoing message. 
Be sure to play and erase messages before recording a new outgoing message. 


No sound from the speaker. 
Check the volume control. It may have been turned down. 


You are unable to retrieve messages using a touchtone phone. 
see “Remote Operation”, page 12. 


The sound is distorted during playback. 
Check the tape. It may be damaged or worn. 


Also clean the tape head and capstan (See CARING FOR YOUR ANSWERING 
MACHINE page 15.) 


If this does not remedy the problem, you may need to replace the tape (see 
replacing the microcassette, page 16.) 


After several attempts, the 3800 will not operate properly. 


Unplug the AC ADAPTER PLUG from the back of the 3800 for 10 seconds. The 
time/day setting will be lost, but the 3800 will reset. 


If this action does not fix the problem, call the PhoneMate Helpline. PhoneMate’s 
helpline staff can often resolve problems or recommend service when needed. 
Unless you live close to a PhoneMate Service Center, you may need to mail your 
machine to PhoneMate for repair. You should: 


1. Package the unit in its original box or a comparable package. 

2. Include a clear and specific explanation of the problem.
